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Minutes  of  Annual  Meeting 
Pennsylvania  Association  for  the  Blind 
January,  1919 


The  ninth  annual  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the 
Blind  was  held  at  the  Pittsburgh  Workshop  for  the  Blind,  Second  and 
Liberty  Avenues,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  at  11:00  A.  M.,  Thursday,  January  9,  1919. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
Mr.  T.  S.  McAloney.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  eighth  annual  meet- 
ing held  January  10th,  1918,  as  printed  in  last  annual  report,  were  read. 

As  the  President,  who  came  in  during  the  progress  of  the  meeting, 
had  not  had  time  to  prepare  a written  report,  a verbal  one  was  accepted 
with  the  understanding  that  he  submit  a written  report  to  be  printed  in 
the  year  book  of  1918.  Reports  of  the  Treasurer,  Executive  Secretary  and 
the  Acting  Executive  Secretary  were  read,  approved  and  ordered  to  be 
printed  in  the  year  book.  Report  of  Mrs.  Leon  G.  Ball,  chairman  of  the 
Ticket  Committee,  was  read  and  a special  vote  of  thanks  extended  to  Mrs. 
Ball  and  members  of  her  committee  for  the  splendid  work  accomplished. 
A letter  expressing  the  regret  of  Miss  Helen  Grimes  (chairman  for  “Eyes 
for  the  Blind’’  day)  that  she  could  not  be  present  was  read.  A special 
vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  Mrs.  Mattie  Patterson  and  Mrs.  A.  Jacobi 
for  their  untiring  efforts  in  making  “Eyes  for  the  Blind”  day  such  a suc- 
cess. Mrs.  J.  G.  Lewis  presented  her  report  of  advertising  solicited  for  the 
benefit  program  which  was  approved  with  thanks  of  the  Association.  A 
letter  from  Mrs.  Lillian  Russell  Moore  expressing  her  appreciation  of  the 
thanks  and  token  of  esteem  sent  her  by  the  Board  for  her  work  in  behalf 
of  the  Association  was  read  and  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes. 

It  was  voted  that  letters  of  sympathy  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Francis  J.  Tor- 
rance and  her  sister  Miss  Florence  Dlbert,  a member  of  our  Board,  because 
of  the  demise  of  Mr.  Torrance. 

Mrs.  J.  G.  Lewis,  chairman  of  the  nominating  committee,  submitted 
the  following  names  for  election:  For  President,  Rev.  Dr.  Frederick  Tower 
Galpin;  Vice  Presidents,  Mrs.  Moses  Ruslander,  Dr.  W.  W.  Blair,  Rev. 
E.  S.  Travers;  Record'ng  Secretary,  Mrs.  C.  H.  Friend;  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary, Miss  Florence  Dibert;  Treasurer,  John  E.  Potter;  Directors — Three- 
year  term,  Mr.  John  E.  Potter,  Mr.  J.  W.  Kinnear,  Mr.  E.  A.  Craig, 
Mr.  W.  A.  Kober,  Miss  Florence  Dibert  and  Mr.  Paul  Bedford.  The  re- 
port of  the  committee  was  received  and  the  secretary  ordered  to  cast  the 
ballot,  electing  the  findings  of  the  Committee. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned.  ,

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President’s  Annual  Address 


The  Association  meets  in  annual  meeting  after  a most  unusual  and  un- 
precedented year.  It  includes  in  wider  circle  the  victory  of  the  United 
States  and  the'r  Allies  of  the  World.  We  had  a part  as  individuals,  at  the 
front  or  with  the  Red  Cross.  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Y.  W.  C.  A Y.M.H.A.,  Knights 
of  Columbus,  Salvation  Army.  Liberty  Loans,  War  Thrift  Stamps,  and  al 
with  Food  Conservat  on.  As  an  Association  we  loaned  our  Secretary,  Mr. 
W.  W.  Stamm,  for  Y.  M.  C.  A.  work  in  France  and  are  pleased  that  later 
he  was  given  a Lieutenant’s  Commission  and  served  his  Country  and  his 
God  with  his  specialized  knowledge  and  passion  for  the  service  of  the 
Blind. 

Furthermore,  we  have  discovered  a man  gifted  for  secretarial  and  man- 
agerial leadersh’p  in  Mr.  W.  PI.  Long.  Secretary  in  Charge.  Mr.  Long 
has  conducted  our  work  in  a successful  and  satisfactory  manner  and  has 
shown  himself  to  be  a wizard  at  finance.  He  has  maintained  a high  stand- 
ard of  morale  in  the  shops  and  has  had  united  support  of  his  Boards  and 
Associates.  He  has  reached  the  climax  in  leading  us  into  a campaign  for 
sufficient  funds  to  secure  our  own  building.  This  has  been  prospected, 
purchased  and  paid  for  since  we  last  met  in  annual  session. 

It  is  our  sad  duty  to  record  the  loss  by  death  of  two  distinguished  and 
valuable  members  of  our  Advisory  Board,  the  Late  Francis  J.  Torrance  and 
the  late  Senator  George  Tener  Oliver.  Mr.  Torrance  was  the  vice  president 


and  general  manager  of  the  Standard  Sanitary  Manufacturing  Company  at 
the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  actively  interested  in  the  political  and  social 
welfare  of  his  state  and  city.  A graduate  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh 
and  cultured  in  finest  sense  of  the  word.  Mr.  Torrance  honored  his  city 
whether  he  was  serving  as  delegate  to  the  National  Republican  Convention 
or  presiding  at  the  head  of  the  Charities  Board  of  Pennsylvania.  It  is  im- 
possible to  record  here  his  various  public  activities  and  honors.  We  rejoice 
at  his  connection  with  our  Association  and  mourn  our  loss.  We  extend 
heartfelt  condolence  to  his  wife  and  daughter,  Mrs.  Horace  F.  Baker. 

Senator  Oliver  passed  away  January  23rd,  1919  at  the  age  of  71  years. 
Pie  was  student  and  later  patron  of  Bethany  College.  He  left  the  law  for 
extensive  business  interests  and  later  became  the  proprietor  of  the  Pitts- 
burgh Gazette  Times  and  The  Chronicle  Telegraph.  For  eighteen  years 
he  has  been  their  guiding  spirit.  His  death  will  be  a distinct  loss  to  our 
Association  as  well  as  to  the  city,  state,  and  nation.  We  extend  our  heart- 
felt sympathies  to  his  three  distinguished  sons  and  two  daughters  who 
survive  him. 

With  the  continued  leadership  of  Mr.  Long,  the  co-operation  of  the 
City  and  State,  we  hope  to  serve  the  Blind  the  coming  year  in  a more  thor- 
ough and  adequate  manner  than  ever  in  the  past.  We  wish  to  express  our 
appreciation  to  the  Social  Service  Committee,  our  Board  of  Directors,  and 
to  those  who  solicited  or  in  any  way  contributed  to  our  Building  Enter- 
prise. Our  appreciation  is  specially  due  Mrs.  Lillian  Russell  Moore.  Since 
she  became  a member  of  our  Board  of  Directors  she  has  given  time  and 
influence  in  an  unstinted  manner  to  our  work.  It  has  been  a pleasure  to 
serve  as  your  president  and  I hope  my  successor  will  enjoy  his  position  in 
equal  manner.

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Executive  Secretary’s  Report 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the 
Penna.  Ass’n  for  the  Blind. 


Saveny,  France,  Dec.  14. 


One  year  ago,  when  you  had  your  annual  meeting  the  writer  presented 
his  annual  report  as  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Penna.  Ass  n for  the 
Blind  and  that  night  left  for  France  to  engage  in  war  work  w.th  your  kind 
permission  Memories  of  the  splendid  farewell  reception  you  gave  me  and 
the  many  kind  expressions  of  good  wishes  for  my  future  in  the  war  coun- 
try still  linger  fondly  in  my  mind. 


I can  scarcely  believe  as  I look  back  at  that  time  that  a twelve  months’ 
period  pregnant  with  events  greater  than  any  before  that  ever  took  place 
in  the  world’s  history,  has  gone  by  and  that  T have  had  the  privilege  and 
the  opportunity  to  be  a part  of  this  great  evolution  from  which  the  world 
is  now  emerging  a greater  and  better  place  in  which  to  live. 


You  gave  your  Executive  Secretary  leave  of  absence  for  the  period  of 
the  war  in  order  that  he  might  engage  in  war  work  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
and  in  that  capacity  he  has  been  able  to  be  of  assistance  to  the  fighting  men 
in  different  parts  of  France,  often  at  great  personal  danger  to  himself  but 
always  with  the  thought  that  “duty”  should  be  his  watchword. 


Despite  a success  which  resulted  in  a personal  letter  of  General  Persh- 
ing to  the  writer  for  his  special  ability  in  entertainment  features  provided 
for  members  of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces,  your  Executive  Sec- 
retary felt  too  strongly  the  call  to  be  identified  as  an  actual  member  of  the 
A.  E.  F.  and  to  that  end  he  sought  for  and  obtained  a commission  as 
First  Lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Army.  • It  was  a pleasure  and  a 
privilege,  I felt,  when  the  head  of  all  the  eye  work  of  the  A.  E.  F.,  Lt.  Col. 
Allen  Greenwood,  said  that  he  had  learned  sufficient  of  my  work  back  in 
Penna.  to  want  me  to  have  care  of  the  blind  work  of  the  Army  as  his  as- 
sistant saying  that  such  a job  meant  a “square  peg  in  a square  hole.” 


As  you  well  know  the  Government  has  made  great  plans  for  an  ex- 
tensive eye  casualty  list  but  the  sudden  cessation  of  hostilities  November 
11,  1918  put  an  end  to  slaughter  of  all  kinds  for  which  we  were  thankful 
over  here  in  France.  It  meant  the  saving  of  many  eyes,  in  which  we  are 
all  particularly  interested  and  the  latest  obtainable  figures  indicate  that 
the  total  eye  casualties  will  be  less  than  75. 


This  is  contrary  to  what  we  have  been  led  to  expect  from  many  pub- 
lished reports,  all  of  them  unauthorized,  but  as  I have  been  on  the  ground, 
as  I have  been  in  the  field  and  camp  hospitals,  in  base  hospitals  to  which 
these  unfortunates  have  been  brought  by  myself  and  others.  T know  where- 
of I speak.  At  the  present  moment  I am  preparing  to  take  back  to  the 
U.  S.  the  largest  single  lot  of  blind  soldiers  that  has  yet  gone  to  the  hosp:- 
tal  at  Baltimore  for  training.  There  will  be  30  in  the  party.  Some  will 
eventually  have  useful  vision  but  nearly  all  are  hopelessly  and  totallv 
blind. 


Mustard  gas  has  not  been  the  cause  of  the  destroying  of  sight  as  is 
popuarly  supposed  but  all  of  these  causes  owe  their  blindness  to  h gh 
explosives  and  accidents  resulting  from  careless  handling  of  hand  grenades 
by  their  own  fellows. 

We  have  been  able  over  here  at  Base  Hospital  No.  8 at  Savenav  near 
the  coast  of  St.  Nazaire,  to  instruct  most  of  the  30  who  are  soon  to  leave, 
reading  and  writing  by  the  newly  adopted  universal  Braille  and  typewrit- 
ing. A start  ui  basketry  and  weaving  for  finger  exercises  principally  has 
heen  mac  e so  the  training  at  Baltimore  can  be  done  without  delay. 

W/e  have  a variety  of  games  here  which  cause  endless  amusement  and  the 
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Returning  Blind  Soldiers  in  care  of  Lieut.  Stamm. 


sightless  heroes  spend  many  a pleasant  hour  in  the  “Dugout”  as  the  class- 
room where  our  studies  are  conducted  has  been  christened  by  these  men 
who  have  not  lost  their  sense  of  humor. 

A corps  of  three  women  and  one  blind  man  as  teachers  has  done  very 
much  in  getting  these  men  started  in  their  re-education  and  as  I study 
each  case  I am  of  the  opinion  that  in  almost  every  case  there  is  abundant 
opportunity  to  make  of  these  sightless  men  good  useful  citizens  who  will 
soon  again  take  their  places  in  the  world  of  business. 

I am  hop'ng  that  the  demobilization  of  the  Army  will  soon  bring  me 
back  to  a civilian  status  and  that  I may  again  be  with  you  as  your  active 
Executive  Secretary.  In  the  meantime,  my  very  best  wishes  for  the  con- 
tinued success  of  the  association  is  yours,

Acting  Executive  Secretary’s  Report

Your  Acting  Executive  Secretary  begs  to  submit  the  following

GROWTH 

In  the  fall  of  1917  branches  of  our  work  were  started  in  Harrisburg  and 
Wilkes-Barre:  $50  a month  from  our  State  appropriation  being  set  aside 
by  our  Board  of  Directors  to  meet  the  expense  of  each  branch.  Branch 
secretaries  were  employed  half  time,  their  duties  being  to  search  out  the 
sightless  in  their  districts  and  help  them  to  help  themselves  where  ^ P 
was  needed.  These  branches  with  the  one  previously  established  at  Scran- 
ton gave  four  points  in  the  State  from  which  our  work  and  its  influence 
could  radiate  and  from  which  the  Association’s  helping  hand  has  been  ex- 
tended to  be  grasped  by  so  many  during  the  past  year.  Monthly  reports 
from  Scranton  and  Harrisburg  have  been  very  satisfactory,  showing  prog- 
ress and  much  good  work  done.  Through  Scranton  51  cases  were  handled 
and  through  Harrisburg  48.  Wilkes-Barre  is  deserving  of  special  mention 
for  the  almost  phenomenal  growth  of  the  work  in  the  hands  of  our  totally 
blind  secretary,  Miss  B.  Arline  Phillips.  By  mid-summer,  the  cail  came 
from  her  for  more  funds,  stating  the  work  had  assumed  such  proportions, 
that  for  two  months  she  had  been  obliged  to  give  her  entire  time  although 
she  had  been  employed  for  half.  The  word  went  back,  we  can  spare  no  more 
from  our  State  appropriation.  Can  you  not  raise  the  needed  money  in  your 
own  City  by  securing  members  of  the  Association?  In  a month  we  re- 
ceived $600.00  dues  from  Wilkes-Barre  members  of  our  organization.  The 
Wilkes-Barre  public  became  so  interested  that  the  Wilkes-Barre  Committee 
of  the  Penna.  Ass’n  for  the  Blind  was  organized  in  October.  It  is  com- 
posed of  ten  of  Wilkes-Barre’s  most  representative  men  and  women  who 
have  taken  hold  in  real  earnest,  as  the  following  extract  from  one  of  Miss 
Phillips’  letters  show: — “It  is  impossible  to  find  words  in  which  to  tell  you 
of  our  interesting  committee  meeting  yesterday.  Mr.  Oppenheim  is  a 
livewire;  heart  and  soul  in  our  work.  You  should  have  heard  him  urge  the 
necessity  of  a workshop.  The  outcome  of  his  eloquent  speech  was  the  ap- 
pointing of  a committee  of  three,  Mr.  Bedford.  Mr.  Trethway  and  himself, 
to  look  into  the  matter  of  location,  city  appropriation,  etc.  I am  going 
to  plan  some  way  to  learn  broom-making,  carpet  weaving,  tobacco  stripping 
and  anything  else  that  might  be  of  use  to  me  in  the  shop.  What  do  you 
think  of  my  plan?”  Through  this  branch  112  cases  were  handled  during 
1918. 


PITTSBURGH 

In  the  Pittsburgh  field  where  we  have  been  operating  for  eight  years 
the  industrial  field  has  been  pretty  well  covered  so  our  greatest  develop- 
ment has  been  along  the  lines  of  Prevention  of  Blindness,  arousing  a keener 
interest  of  the  public  in  our  work  and  in  getting  a solid  foundation  in  the 
.shape  of  our  own  building  under  our  organization. 
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PREVENTION 

In  January  our  Prevention  work  was  started  and  by  February  1st  was 
well  under  way.  While  our  nurse  lost  much  time  through  illness,  our  As- 
sociation kept  things  moving  during  the  year;  207  cases  were  handled  mostly 
through  Dr.  W.  W.  Blair  to  whom  we  are  deeply  grateful.  These  cases 
ranged  from  defective  vision,  needing  only  to  be  refracted  for  glasses,  to 
total  blindness.  Some  few  of  the  latter  have  had  normal  sight  restored 
and  we  cannot  tell  how  many  would  have  lost  their  sight  had  their  eyes 
not  been  looked  after  in  time  by  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the  Blind. 
On  the  whole  a good  year’s  work  has  been  done  on  which  no  monitary 
value  can  be  placed  for  sight  once  lost  cannot  be  purchased  at  any  price. 

PUBLICITY 

Our  growth  along  this  line  we  believe  has  been  greater  than  ever  be- 
fore, especially  the  last  few  months.  Our  plan  of  opening  stores  in  var- 
ious parts  of  the  city  and  suburbs  to  dispose  of  our  products  brought 
thousands  of  people  in  personal  touch  with  our  work  who  had  not  before 
known  of  its  existence  and  the  newspaper  publicity  given  us  through  the 
efforts  of  Mr.  Robert  W.  Egan  to  make  our  Benefit  Theatrical  and  “Eyes 
for  the  Blind”  day  successes,  brought  us  prominently  to  the  attention  of 
the  reading  public  and  the  climax:  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  ladies  interest- 
ed in  our  progress,  especially  the  chairman  of  committees,  Mrs.  Lillian 
Russell  Moore,  Miss  Helen  Grimes,  Mrs.  L.  G.  Ball,  Mrs.  Enoch  Rauh, 
Mrs.  J.  G.  Lewis,  Mrs.  M.  Ruslander,  Mrs.  F.  C.  Smith,  Mrs.  N.  S.  Mc- 
Cullough, Mrs.  Marion  Neu,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Armstrong,  Mrs.  M.  Patterson  and 
their  assistants  who  made  December  19th  and  21st  the  successes  they  were 
through  the  public  interest  they  stimulated. 

PROSPERITY 

Although  war  conditions  made  operating  rather  difficult  along  some 
lines,  God’s  hand  seemed  to  lead  us  in  the  right  path  for  we  prospered 
while  many  organizations  struggled  for  their  very  existence.  Last  winter 
and  spring  when  railroads  were  congested  and  material  so  hard  to  get, 
there  was  not  a broom  shop  in  the  city  that  did  not  lose  at  least  one-fourth 
time  from  lack  of  supplies  but  our  boys  did  not  lose  a day.  They  needed 
it  and  all  previous  yearly  records  of  business  done  have  been  not  only 
broken,  but  smashed.  During  the  year  64,944  brooms  were  made,  58,204 
brooms  were  sold  amounting  to  $43,720.83  an  increase  of  $14,026.18  over 
1917.  Women’s  work  to  the  amount  of  $14,133.38  was  sold  a gain  $4,103.09 
over  the  previous  year.  Adding  the  sales  through  our  branches  to  these 
sums  we  have  a total  of  $16,598.13  received  through  the  sale  of  our  workers 
product  in  1918.  Wages  paid  to  these  sightless  workers  during  the  year 
was  $22,213.09,  an  increase  of  $644.88  over  1917,  although  in  1918  six  of  our 
partial  sighted  workers  have  secured  employment  in  other  fields  because 
of  the  unusual  demand  for  labor;  one  has  been  placed  in  tbe  Home  for  the 
Blind  in  Philadelphia  because  of  his  peculiar  characteristics;  one  of  our 
blind  women  has  been  placed  in  the  Rex  Box  Factory;  two  have  married 
and  two  have  passed  to  the  beyond.  Many  blind  piano  tuners,  chair  caners, 
broom  makers,  newsboys,  etc.,  not  directly  under  our  supervision  are  being 
patronized  because  of  the  interest  in  the  blind  created  by  the  Assocation 
and  others  have  been  placed  in  lucrative  positions,  but  as  we  could  only 
estimate  their  earnings  we  do  not  give  them  and  still  many  others  who  have 
not  earned,  have  felt  the  warm,  friendly  touch  of  our  Social  Service  Com- 
mittee. 

BUILDING 

To  properly  care  for  this  growing  work  and  for  the  sightless  soldiers 
we  thought  would  come  back  to  us  if  the  war  should  last,  our  Board  of 
Directors  decided  we  should  own  a building,  which  could  be  equipped  to 
meet  every  need.  A number  of  properties  were  considered  and  on  July 
1st  they  crossed  the  Rubicon  and  purchased  434-436  Second  Avenue  for 
$40,000  although  we  had  no  money  except  the  first  payment  of  $2,500.  A 
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week  ago  today,  January  2nd,  we  took  legal  posession  of  the  property 
paying  the  owner  $40,000  but  were  obliged  to  put  a note  for  $5,000  in  the 
bank  to  do  so.  We  have  been  working  hard  in  the  office  during  the  last 
week  thinking  we  might  be  able  to  lift  the  note  by  today  and  regret  that 
we  were  unable  to  do  so,  but  we  can  say  we  have  $4,000  of  the  $5,000  needed, 
so  that  in  a week  or  so  we  can  assure  you  our  building  will  be  clear. 
$18,000  of  the  $35,000  raised  since  July  1st  came  through  the  Benefit  The- 
atrical and  “Eyes  for  the  Blind”  day;  the  balance  was  subscriptions,  etc. 
Repa'rs  will  be  commenced  at  once  on  the  building  with  a view  of  moving 
in  May  1st  at  the  expiration  of  our  lease  here. 

To  sum  up  the  year’s  business  briefly,  we  commenced  1918  with  a debt 
of  $5,600  hanging  over  from  1917.  It  has  been  paid.  A thousand  dollars 
worth  of  new  machinery  has  been  installed;  the  added  expense  of  Preven- 
tion work  carried;  total  wages  $22,213.09  has  been  paid  our  blind  workers; 
$35,000  has  been  paid  on  our  building  and  we  quit  the  year  with  every  bili 
incurred  up  to  December  31st,  paid  in  full  except  gas,  light  and  telephone 
for  December,  which  statements  we  were  unable  to  secure. 


HARMONY 

This  year’s  progress  is  the  product  of  many  hearts,  heads  and  hands 
working  in  harmonious  accord  as  one,  all  tuned  to  the  key  of  love  and 
helpfulness  and  you  have  your  reward  in  what  has  been  accomplished. 

THANKS 


To  our  President  and  Board  of  Directors  for  their  careful  guiding,  help 
and  sympathy;  to  our  office  force  and  department  heads  for  giving  the 
best  m them  to  make  things  go;  to  the  men  in  the  ranks  who  worked  like 
trojans,  to  meet  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  our  product;  to  those  who 
na\e  given  their  time  and  thought;  to  those  who  have  helped  with  their 
money;  to  those  who  have  contributed  in  any  way,  though  it  be  but  a 
kind  thought,  J extend  my  smcerest  thanks.

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The  opposite  photograph  of 
Baby  Paul  Kyil,  61  Paoli  Alley, 
Woods  Run,  Pittsburgh,  was  a 
case  of  Ophthalma  Neonatorum  or 
baby  sore  eyes,  the  needless  cause 
of  at  least  25  per  cent,  of  all  ex- 
isting blindness.  This  infection, 
which  so  frequently  sets  in  at 
birth,  if  the  infant’s  eyes  are  not 
properly  cleaned  with  a prophy- 
lactic, often  totally  destroys  sight 
in  a few  days  but  yields  to  treat- 
ment if  taken  in  the  early  stages. 

Had  our  nurse  not  found  Baby 
Paul  when  she  did,  had  the  disease 
gone  unchecked  twelve  hours  long- 
er, Paul  would  have  gone  through 
life  in  darkness  but  we  are  happy 
to  state  his  sight  is  normal.  There 
is  still  a slight  operation  to  be 
performed  for  the  baby’s  comfort 
rather  than  to  improve  his  sight. 

Two  hundred  and  seven  cases 
were  handled  from  our  Prevention 
of  Blindness  Department  in  1918 
with  many  of  sight  saved  and  re- 
stored.
